of financial subjects, and for long years after 
leaving the Times ho was the life and soul 
of the Standard. His quick ways, heavy 
voice and bustling manner, can never bo 
forgotten by big friends. 
He was always" 


great upon the virtues of self-denial, and 
upon tho duty of providing for the future. 
It was a lesson to hear him show tho folly of 
literary men dabbling iu speculative literary 
projects. 
By bis labors and by judicious 


use of opportunities in the way of invest- 
ments, JMr. Evans amassed a considerable 
sum, and. this time last year, was proba- 
bly worth £20,000. 
A dispute unhappily 


arose in the Standard office: old friends be. 
onme exasperated against each other, and. 
ono morning, Mr. Evans and another 
left, 


hot-tempered and sore. 
Nothing would do 


but they must start another lory daily pa- 
per, and at once poor Evans throw 
himself 


into it his money as well as his labor. 
He 


would listen to no prudential suggestions. 
But tho Hour proved n failure. 
It was not 


so good as the Standard, aud no fresh num- 
ber of tories wore born expressly for buying 
it. -To start n daily pnper in London in 
these days with any hope of permanent prof- 
its, three hundred thousand pounds, I lako 
it, must bo spent. 
A thousand pounds is 


gone in a dny. There is no maw so insnlin- 
tiablo. 


Mr. Evan's thousands and then hundreds 


—tho product of oh! how much industry 
and sagacity!—flow, and there was no re- 
turn; no other cry than "give." At lost all 
went and a week or two ago ho was 
com- 


pelled to seek the protection of the bank- 
ruptcy court. Ho could not face the horror. 
Youth aud middle age were gone, and ho 
knew the world too well to expect to be 
happy in it as.i ruined man. 
His health 


gave way and be died of a broken heart. This 
is no romance, but a frue, story and I grieve 
when I think of it. 
He !,nd' uver a kind 


word for young men, and /;;'•; buoyant spirits 
made him a pleasant companion. It is 
painful to think now of the scenes in which 
ho was tho authoritative friend of others 
who ho feared might bo rash: lo remember 
the innocent satisfaction witli which ho 
would allude to his own good management; 
and then to think of tho gloom and tho 
agony that were waiting him.

MV. Leveret added, 


4 'You can fancy tho condition of tho ship 
when 1 tell you for a fact, that of a large 
consignment of silk forming a part of her 
cargo, nearly five hundred boxes were de- 
stroyed or damaged, and when she got back 
to Havre on licr return voyage, she had six 
feet of water in her hold, aud tlio leaking 
was not confined to any particular part, of 
the vessel. It is the same way with nil ves- 
sels lengthened at Newcastle." 


Another Opinion.
